under the wateriinowhm a smaU watered Also, the sloped forward 

entryway does not project in die front wall thereof Still further, there is no coupling 
cavity in a lower section of a rear wall thereof to receive die lower forward projecting edge 
therein. This structure is dearly not disclosed in either of die two references cited by the 
Examiner nor would it be obvious to modify the Rucckert platform to do this. In fret, the 
trough-like upper surfece of the Rueckert platform does not extend across the top surfece 
of the platform as now recited in claim 28. If these platforms were nested end-to-end there 
would be a cavity between the two trough-like upper suifeces because that surfeoe that not 
extend across the top wall, as noted above. 

In view: of die above arguments and remarks, this application is now 
believed to be in condition for allowance and early notice to that effect is earnestly 
solicited.
